Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate tine limitation of claim 21 , which was 
only rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph and provisional obviousness-type 
double patenting in the previous office action. The amendment to claim 1 indicating that 
the concentration of the metal hydroxide is relative to the dispersion overcomes the 35 
USC 112 rejection. As the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
the only remaining rejection, and is over a later-filed application that has not issued as a 
patent, it is withdrawn in accordance with MPEP 804(I)(B)(1 ). The prior art does not 
teach a composition comprising the reaction product of the amended claims, which are 
therefore rendered allowable.
